No. F.l(71)/49-Electriclty, — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 
3 of tile Bombay Electricity (Emergency Powers) Act 1940 as extended to the 
Province of Dellii and whereas tins measure is considered essential to regulate 
the consumption of electricity supply in Delhi, the Chief Commissioner of 
Delhi is plea-scd to direct that electric power consumers supplied by the Delhi 
Central Electric Power Autiiority Ltd., the New Delhi Municipal Committee 
and the Garrison Engineer, Delhi Division, Delhi Cantonment (hereinafter 
called the "Licensoo”) shall not use electricity for operating any industrial 
machinery or plant Air the purposes of indnstry or manufacture of goods of 
any description or workshop during the day of the week as specified in the 
Schedule appended to this Order. 

2, The Chief Commissioner of Delhi is further pleased to authorise the 
Licensees in exei'cise of the powers conferred by suli-seetioii (1) of section 4 
of the Act to discontinue the supply of electricity to any consumer who 
contravenes any direction made in this Order provided that: 

The Licensee shall: 

(i) before discontinuing the supply give the Consumer not less than 
48 hours notice in writing of his intention to do so, 
ii) on discontinuing the supply, communicate to the Cliief Commi.s- 
sioner of Delhi within twcnty-lour houra from the time of dis- 
continuance thf- clrcunistnacea in which he has done so, 

(in) on being directed by the Chief Commissioner recoinmenuw the supply 
with all possible speed. ' 

11. A copy of this Order shull bo published in the Official Ga/.ette and by 
publio advertisement in the Bicss uud the Order tlius notified shall be deemed 
to have been served on the categories of firms and undertakings as specified 
in the Schedule appended to this Order.

No. LR-S{98). — Whereas aji industrial dispute hns arisen between the 
workmen of the Shivarajpur Mines, I’anch Mahals, Eombny. And their manage- 
ment viz., the Shivarnjpur Syndieaic Limited, Bombay; 

Whereas the matters specified in the schedule hereto annexed have, so far 
as the Central Govomment is aware, been raiaod on behalf of the worlanen; 

And whereas the Central Gnvemment considers it desirable to refer the dis- 
pute for adpidicfltion ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 road with 
clause (c) of sub-section (1) of sectioir 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 
(XIV of 1947) the Central Goveruinont is pleased to constitute an Ridustrial 
Tribunal of ndiich Mr. K. C. Sen, President, Industrial Court, Bombay and 
retired Judge of the High Court, Bombay, shall be the sole member, ond to 
refer to him the said dispute for adjudication.
